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ABSTRACT • . 

In an 'effort to identify distinguishing 

characteristics'" of the increasing numbers of women entering 

engineefing programs, a survey was made-of 1,680 sjslected engineering 

freshmeb at 4? schools. The 230-question survey required male and 

female students to respond to multipl'^-choice items coveriitg their 

family and etfucationa] background, study habits, social life and 

*»xtracurricular activities, wprfc exp€ir3,ence, political views, 

personality 'traits, financial status, career attitudes; factors 

influencing "choice/, of curriculum, ^and future educational plans. 

Response data were' weighted in drder' to ad.just the sample to ' 

represent all students iri the population and. to ad:just for student 

nonresponse. Specific questions were analyzed in cases where (1) 

there were .^-mpiirica 1 reasons to expect differences between fhe 

T-esponses of men and women and (2) the questions seemed important for 

• ehgiheering education as a whoje. The- greatest differences appeared • 

* in items concerning most important reason for selecting an , ■ ' 
engineering curriculum, field within the curriculum, immediate career 
plans, reading interests, and a-ttitude toward the role of women.

Survev j^q£ulatjLj)n a nd Sample • 

The survey results refer to the- population of all first-time engi- 
neering freshmen who entered one of forty-two schools during ^ 
the 1975 fall term. These A2 schools include Howard Unlversl.ty and.all 
U S schools which enrolled 'thirty or more women freshmfin 'la etiglneering ^ 
in the fafl of 197A. Forty of the institutions are. universities or 
branches of universities. 'Two are professional -schools, one »f which 
grants only bachelor's degreeJs; the other grants doctor s degrees as yell . 
as bachelor's degrees, w/ estimate that there are 19,425 ^tudents in the 
population, including 16.58? men and 2,836 women^(lA.6X of the population).* 

A sample of sixteen of the'' forty-two schools was selected for inclu- 
sion in the survey. Four were chosen with certainty, because of special 
characteristics which were of Intetest. Four others v»re chosen with ^ 
certainty because they enrolled the. largest numbers of" women, frefehmen in 
1974. ,At these ;eight certainty school^, all women freshmen ^"8j"^"J"8 
and ten per cent of the men were Included In thfe sutVtey samplA Thff male_ 
students were selected randomly from clas? lists or admissions. lists. 
The eight schools selected with ce.rtalnty are sel-f-repreaenting schbols. , 
That Is, In computing survey estimates, the students in the sample from 
these schools only represent other students at their own school, rather

than representing students 'at oflier schools, as well. ■ , ' - ^" 

' Tlie renainiijg thirty^four insfei£utions; were divtd^d'into four " 
■strata which were apprVximately eflual in total female •eitfollment. Two 
lps^tut\(/n^ were then selected ^t random from eacH-^tratum, giving a 
total'l^eight randomly selected schools. ' The four strata were defined 
in two^erations, the -first based on femalf enrollment and. ihe second' 
based' on region. 'Thp students at the eight . randomly selected schools 
'represent the o.ther students at their schoqls as wpH as the students- at . 
other schools in their stratum. This representation is based on .the 
overalJ student selection probabilities. All of the women freshtiien and 
a proportioi^of "the mfen e(5mprised the survey 'sample at the«e. scHdols.. ^• • 
The proportion of men selected at each- school depended on the number' ■ • 
of schools in the stratum. The net result 'of these procedures .was that 
each man in th^ sample was selected with a probability of 10%. • Therefore, 
each of these men represented hiipselfi F'lus nine other men from the • ^ 
schools in his stratum. . • • ' 

All of the eight schools selecte'd with -certainty did participate 
in the survev. - Of 'the* eight" randomly select^ed. schools,- only two declined 
to participatje. These two schools were yeplaqed by back-up schools from 
their sjtratum. This rtep.lacement introduced some unavoidable nonresponse 
bias into the survey results', Sjlnoe only twc sch«?olq^ declined, this non- 
response bias will probably, b'e small for most survey estimates. •

The total nmpber of " women freshman engineers in the sixteen schools 
was 1,291. The nuipber o,f<men was 7,968.^ All l,29..women and- 1,659 of the 
men comprise the" survey sample. ^ 

Table- I lists the 4*2 schools in the popul'ation aqd identifies the- 
sixteen schools included in the .survey. In Table 1, thf > non- certainty 
schools are listed according to stratum and in order of decreasing size 
of female enrollment in fall 1974., « , , 

The , Questionnaire - . , 

The questionnaire administered in the fall of 1975 consisted of. • 
Part I of the College Student Questionnaire develpped by the Educational 
Testing Service, and a thirty-item questionnaire designed by the research 
team. The combined survey included 230 questions and took about 1 and. 1/4 
hours' to complete. - .,- . ■ ♦ 

Questionnaires were administered to the students in the survey sample 
at the sixteen scljools during .the fall term of 1975. Response rates ' 
varied co^isiderably from school to school, ranging fjom a high of 96% tp 
a low of tn.. The 'overall response rate was -60% for women students and 
55Z for men. Seven hundred' seventy- five women -and 905 men completed the 
surv^r, for a total of 1,680 respondents. The presence of student non- 
response creates some additioifil nohftesponse bias. Nonresponse adjustment 
^ procedyres are included in .the analysis of thfe Survey' in ^an attempt^to 
minimize this nonresponse bias.

Data were aivilyzed'in tern.s of estimates of the proportions ot ^ ^ 
nen.dnd Q.f , women in the population who- would have a given response to 'a 
question. In order to. make valid* estimates uf^the population propor- 
tions, the datd were-subjected to statistical weighting procedures. Each 
respondent was assigned a weight having two components.- The first 
component aijust-s the^sample to representjall.^tvid^nts in the population. 
The second corapcJnent is* an adjustment for Student nonresponse.

Thy precision of the estimated, proportions was'gauged^by obtaining 

'estimates of t,he standard errors of these estimated proportions. The ^ * 
sta-nllard .error of an est^to'ated^proportion .is a measure of the varia- \ 
bility'.that the estimated ^oportion would have ia rep&ated samples of ^ 
the same type from this j)opulation. Typicar st^andard errors of esti- 
mated proiiortions for this survey range frora,.0> to' .08.. We also-festl,- " 
mated 'the precision of .the dif /erence between the estimated proportions 

-fop men and for women. Typical standard errors of "differences in ^ 
estimated proportions between men and, women range from ^2 Lo .08. By 
comparing the dif fereape in the estimated .pro^portions of men and women . 
giving a certain response with the standard '•^rrcr of "the diffftr;ence, we, 
determined whether the differences in estimated proportions were sbatis- 
tically significant. ^ ' ' ^ . » . .

Sv different; that was significant at the ..'eS level means 
that there was only one ."cl^ance in twenty that the tuagnitude of the observed 
difference in esjtimated proiJortionS would.be fount] i-f the population pro-^ 
portions wer4 e<iual. Signi ficance at the .01 leval means that there was 
' only one chartte in a hundred "that th^ magnitude of the observed difference 
in estimated proptfrtions, would be found if the population proportiftns^ ^ 
,were equal.
